BATTLE RAGED FOR THREE DAYS. 

MUKDEN, Oct. 12.—Stubborn fighting was 
still in progress Wednesday, this being the 
third day of the engagement. It is impossi- 
ble to say what has been accomplished. 


Artillery Fight on Tuesday. 

The battle commenced Tuesday morning 
along the hne of the railway with a terrific 
artillery fire on both sides. The railway 
line almost to Yentai is in possession of the 
Russians. The station itself has been gam-~- 
aged nearly beyond recognition. 


Begins Early on Monday. 

The fighting on Monday commenced early 
in the morning. A bombardment of five 
hours’ duration forced back the Japanese 
lines along almost the entire front and 
opened the way for an infantry attack. 

About noon the Japanese began to retire. 
Their flanks and center were stubbornly de- 
fended and the battle increased in intensity, 
concentrating about the Yentai coal mines, 
where firing continued until darkness fell. 

As a net result of the day’s events, the 
| Russians drove in the Japanese left, while 
the right clung to its position, but maintained 
itself only with difficulty. : 


RUSSIA ANXIOU SLY WAITING. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 13, 3:20 a. m.—No 
official news of the result of today’s battle 
south of Mukden is available at this hour. 
Gen. Kouropatkin doubtless has communi- 
eated his regular report to Emperor Nich-

The frontal attack on the Yentai mines | 
developed a desperate battle, in which prob- 
ably 100,000 men are engaged; but though 
the dispatches so far deal almost exclusively 
with this feature of the battle, it is pointed 
out that there is a much wider field in- 
volved. | 

A fight on the Russian left flank has not 
yet developed and possibly here Gen. Kouro- 
patkin intends to deliver his main blow. 
What force is pushing forward in this direc- 
tion behind the screen containing the column 
at Shantintaidze is unknown, but the ap- 
pearance tonight of a Russian column at 
Tazyanchan, thirty miles southeast of Muk- 
den, striking at Field Marshal Oyama’s com- 
munications with the Yalu, and the knowl- 
edge that another column is already across 
the Taitse river gives evidence of the wide 
nature of the turning movement. 

It is possible that the attack on the Yentai 
mines may simply be intended to hold the 
main Japanese force stationary and that the 
outcome of the Yentai fight may have little 
bearing on the result of the general engage- 
ment. 

While it is now asserted that Gen. Kouro- 
patkin enjoys a considerable numerical su- 
periority, the main fear expressed is that

list, and the car line refused to deliverit any 
perishable freight.

M. D.’S TALK OF TUBERCULOSIS. 


Public Should Be Educated in Simplicity 
of Treatment, Says Dr. _— 
Charles L. Mix. 


The treatment of tubereulosis last evening 
was discussed at the meeting of the Chicago 
Medical society In the public library. Pa- 
pers on the subject were read by Dr. Homer 
M. Thomas, Dr. J. W. Pettit of Ottawa, IIL; 
and Dr. Charles L. Mix. 

“ The public should be educated in the sim- 
plicity of treatment of tuberculosis in its 
early stages,” said Dr. Pettit. * Teach the 
patients to take care of themselves as much 
as possible and don’t house them. expen- 
sively.’ 

Dr. W. A. Evans contended that a judi- 
cious use of tuberculin in diagnosis was ex- 
tremely effective. Other speakers objected 
to this on the ground that there was too much 
risk attached to its use in a general way.

FORMOSA: JAPAN— 
PHILIPPINES: U. 8. 

‘The following extracts are from a long 
and interesting article from the London 
Times upon Japan’s experience in Formosa: 
‘Japan's first attempt at colonizing is particularly 
interesting, especially as the island of Formosa, 
which is Japan’s first colony, properly so-called, 
offers difficulties to a colonizing nation which in 
the past have appeared insurmountable to many 
other mations: ... 

When Japan demanded Formosa after the con- 
clusion of the Chinese-Japanese war of 1804-'95, 
China was willing, if not glad, to cede it. Li 
Hung Chang remarked, sarcastically, that Japan 
would find the island an exceedingly bad bargain. 

When Japan entered Formosa she found the coast 
at the mercy of pirates. The interior was ruled 
partly by savage aborigines, partly by organized 
bands of outlaws and robbers, who plundered ships 
wrecked on the coast and murdered the crews who 
approached the island. 

Owing to the lawless state of Formosa, it was not 
possible for Japan to organize at once a peaceful 
administration of the isiand, for peaceful adminis- 
tration had never been known in Formosa. In 
fact, the island had to be conquered inch by inch, 
and the savages had to be tamed before the coun- 
try could be organized. The conquest of the island 
took a year; and on the 3ist of March, 1896, it was 
placed under civil administmation. But the former 
Chinese officers and officials who used to be on 
Guty in the island, and who feared to be deprived 
of their positions, joined hands with the unruly 
elements of Formora, instigated them to revolt 
against their new rulers, and the country was 
constantly in a state of restiessness and turmoil 
up to the end of 1901, when a sweeping movement 


_ of the troops freed the island at last of its revolu- 


tionary elements. ... 
Though the country has now enjoyed only a few 
years of complete peace under civil rule, the ap- 
pearance of the country and the spirit of its former- 
ly savage inhabitants have already greatly 
changed, and the natives begin to understand the 
blessings of Japanese Tule and to praise it. ‘ 
Japan has obtained her remarkable success in 
the foliowing way: First, she has, so far as pos- 
sible, respected the prejudices of the inhabitants, 
but at the same time has introduced enlightened 
laws. .However, whilst these Jaws are in the main 
applied with their full foree to the Japanese resid- 
ing in the island, they are modified in the case.of 
the aboriginal inhabitants, whose lack of civiliza- 
tion makes them unable to appreciate at once 
S@ivilized conditions and the necessity to respect 
those iaws whereby civilization is upheld. ... 
The Japanese government has in no way tried to 
“hurt the susceptibilities of the natives by med- 
Bling with their religion and their customs. ... 
The country uséd to suffer much from epidemic 
diseases. Numerous medical men have 
been introduced from the mother country, so that 
-there are now about 200 trained doctors in the 
island. Owing fo these exertions, the 
Geaths from piague have declined from 2,619in the 
Mirat half of 190] to 606 in the first half of 1903.

MCLELLAN ON WAR. 

Mayor McClellan of New York shocked 
a great many people when he told the for- 
eign delegates to the peace’conference that 
the old Adam in him sometimes cried out 
for war. 

Yet it is exactly as foolish to say that all 
wars have been good as to say that all 
warshavebeenbad. 

War may be compared to a surgical opera- 
tion. Blood is let, but sometimes the patient 
is better off in consequence. Sometimes he 
is worse off. 

- Had there been no revolutionary war we 
should not now be a nation. The soldiers 
of the revolution suffered. Their families 
‘suffered. But haven't ‘the frostbites and 
wounds of the soldiers at Valley Forge and 
Saratoga been atoned for in the last 120

| years of the republic? 


Was not the civil wara good war? It cost 
millions of money and hundreds of thou- 
sands of lives, but it saved the union, and 
freed the slaves. 

Neither the revolution nor the civil war 
could possibly have been submitted to arbi- 
tration, 

War welded Italy intoa nation. Garibaldi 
shed blood, but is not Italy the better for it? 
War made the Dutch republic to rise and 
freed Holland from the deathlike strangula- 
tion of Spain. The Dutchmen who fell be- 
fore Alva lightened the lot of their descend- 
ants for all time. 

These wars have been good for humanity. 
And they could not possibly have gone to 
arbitration. How then to draw the line be- 
tween good wars and bad ones? 

That wars of defense are good, while wars 
of offense are bad? Many wars might be 
(and have been) carried on to defend unjust 
privilege, tyranny, or religious medievalism. 
Would they be good while wars carried on 
to destroy such abuses were bad? Charles 
I. fought a war of defense against Crom- 
well. | 

America was made possible only in con- 
sequence of a 400 year war of offense and 
aggression and greed for territory—the war 
against the Indians. Yet has it not been 
on the whole well for mankind that that war 
was undertaken and that the defenders were 
conquered and despoiled of their birthright? 

It was a war of aggression that we under- 
took against Mexico. That war has been 
called a great crime in American history. 
But on the whole, is it not a good thing that 
the territory now forming Colorado, Cali- 
fornia, Utah, Nevada, Arizona, and New 


and added to our country? , 

The briefest survey of history shows the 
error of setting it down as a general propo- 
sition that all wars are bad, or even that 
all offensive wars are bad. Some wars have 
been good. Some have been bad. Some 
have shed much blood to no effect, or to bad 
effect. .Others have shed blood which has 
bettered the world infinitely from that 


time on. 


THE CASE OF THE CALCHAS. 

The American government is again obliged 
to call the attention of that of Russia toa 
violation of internationallaw. The act com- 
plained of is the seizure of American mails 
destined for Japan, which were on the Brit- 


by the Vladivostok gquadron. The vessel 
is still detained at that port for no other 
reason than that it is alleged to have had 
on board letters addressed to Japanese offi- 
cials containing information of value to 
their goverument. The owners of the ship 
assert that it carried no freight which could, 
under any circumstances, be regarded as 
contraband. 

The Russian officers who made the seizure 
opened mail.bags which the seal of the 
United States postoffice department should 
have made inviolable and examined the 
contents. The letters which did not seem 
to them to be of consequence were finally 
forwarded to their destination, while others 
were retained. 

It has been assumed that the international 
postal treaty is a guarantee of the inviola- 
bility of the mail matter of one neutral na- 
tion on a vessel belonging to another neu- 
tral nation, but Tt seems that that is a mis- 
take where Russia is concerned. There is 
a treaty between that country and the 
United States which says specifically that 
“free ships make free goods,”’ except as 
regards erticles contraband of war, which 
American mails emphatically are not. That 
treaty seems to count for nothing. 

It is a well understood rule that a neutral] 
ship should not carry dispatches for a bel: 
ligerent, but heretofore mails have been ex- 
empt from detention as contraband. In 
the case of the Calchas bag after bag of mail 
was ripped open in the search for suspected 
letters and some sacks of registered mail 
taken. That is an act the Russian govern- 
ment should disavow. It should apologize 
for the offenses of its officers, punish them, 
and take steps to prevent a renewal of the 
offense. 

Doubtless the Russian foreign office, when 
the facts are submitted to it, will admit that 
there has been a grave error, for which 
amends should be made. _But that depart- 
ment of the government and the admiralty 
“do not agree on points of international law. 
The latter takes the view that a naval officer 
has a right to do what he pleases. 

So long as this lack of harmony exists 
breaches of international law are liable to 
occur and Count Lamsdorff kept busy ex- 
pressing sorrow for acts he cannot prevent. 


NO UPPER HOUSE FOR CHICAGO. 

If the charter amendmeut be ratified next 
month Chicagoans will begin considering at 
‘once the frame of goyernment they will ask 

the general assembly to give the city. Sug- 
gestions from any quarter will be welcome, 
especially when they come from a man like 
Senator Hopkins, who has proved himself 
a friend of the city by assisting in securing 
yotes for the amendment.

It has not 
been a check on corrupt legislation, but its 
chief instigator. With all respect to Sen- 
ator Hopkins, the body of which he is a 
member has the reputation of being more 
easily and more often influenced by the great 
trusts and monopolies than the more numer- 
ous branch of the national legislature. 
While Chicagoans are cOmpetent to elect 
one\ honest house, a second would be a 
mere fifth wheel. When unable to elect an 
honest council they will be equally unable 
to elect an honest board of aldermen, and if 
they had such a branch they would merely 
have miore boodlers to support. Honest leg- 
islation is not to be secured by the mul- 
tiplication of legislative bodies. It depends 
on the existence of an honest and intelli- 
gent electorate.

MPEROR WILLIAM is proud of his 
‘descent from the famous French ad- 
miral, the Duc de Coligny, and is 
erecting a statue of him in the square 
opposite the imperial palace at Berlin, 
a compliment which. cannot but flatter the 
people of France: The admiral, it may be 
remembered, perished in the massacre of St. 
Bartholomew, leaving an only daughter, 
whose first husband was killed with the 
admiral on the fateful night.and who sub- 
sequently married William the Silent of 
Orange in 1583. The granddaughter of this 
union between William the Silent and Louise 
de Coligny became the wife of the great 
elector of Brandenberg, father of the first 
king of Prussia, and it is by reason of this 
descent from William the Silent that the 
kaiser among his many titles bears that of 
prince of Orange, while his rights to the 
throne of Holland are, according to a strictly 
legitimate point of View, superior to those of 
Queen Wilhelmina. , 


A good deal has already been written about 
Gen. Princé Sviatopolk-Mirsky, the new Rus- 
sian minister of thé interior. But there is 
one thing about his appointment which I 
have not as yet seen mentioned—namely: the 
fact that he is the czar’s own personal choice. 
Among.the score of candidates put forward 
for the post by the widowed czarina, by other 
members of the imperial family, and by dig- 
nitaries and statesmen of high and: low de- 
gree, the name of the prince did not figure. 
No one dreamed of him in connection with 
the vacant post, and the greatest amazement 
prevailed when it became known that the 
emperor had summoned. him from Vilna to 
take possession of the office rendered vacant 
by the murder of Senator Plehve. And yet 
as soon as people had time to reflect about 
the matter everybody expressed approval uf 
the choice, and astonishment that no one 
save the czar had thought of him for the 
post. 

If I draw attention to this it Is for the 
purpose of showing that the prince is a man 
of far stronger character than that with 
which he is credited, especially in the recent 
portrayals printed of him in the English 
Quarterly Review and other publications of 
the same kind. He is a warm pefsonal friend 
of the czar, with whom he became intimate 
when he commanded the squadron of the 
hussar regiment to which Nicholas, as heir 
apparent, was attached as subaitern under 
his orders.

Another thing which I have not seen men- 
tioned about the prince is the fact that his 
father before him was governor general of 
Charkov, and as such suppressed mob rising 
against the Jews with a stern hand, openly 
proclaiming that in his eyes all citizens were 
equa) before the law, no matter what their 
religious beliefs. The old prince was likewise 
renowned as a philanthropist throughout the 
length and breadth of Russia, and was a close 
associate, comrade in arms, and boyhood 
friend of the now aged Grand Duke Michael, 
the grand uncle of the czar. 


Archduke Otto’s condition of health is 
such as to preclude all hopes of the recov- 
ery of his health of mind or of body. Indeed, 
his mind is declared at Vienna to be hope- 
lessly gone, and he is likely to spend the re- 
mainder of his days under restraint, a 
sad fate, when it Is recalled that he is without 
exception the best looking and most dashing 
member of the house of Hapsburg. He 
stands second in the line of succession to the 
throne of Austria-Hungary, and were any- 
thing untoward to happen to Archduke Fran- 
cis Ferdinand, the hetra rent, whose sons 
are debarred by the morganatic character of 
his marriage from reigning, it would be Arch- 
duke Otto who would become heir apparent 
in his stead, and eventually emperor of Aus- 
tria, were it not for his now hopelessly insane 
condition. 
Conditions tn the dual empire are not such 
as to admit of the presence on the throne of 


kingdom of Bavaria, and, falling Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand, there is no doubt that an 
agreement on the part of the agnates or 
adult members of the house of Hapsburg 
would declare the Archduke Otto as dis- 
qualified from reigning, and set him aside in 
favor of his eldest son, the now 17 year old 
Archduke Charles Ferdinand. 


In Bavaria it was considered more politic 
to permit a lunatic to succeed to the throne 
than to interfere with his rights of inher- 
itance. In Austria such a course would be 
extremely injudicious, and the elimination of 
Archduke Otto from the line of succession 
is sure to meet with universal approval, and 
to wtrengthen the hold of the dynasty of 
Hapsburg upon the loyalty and affection of 
the people. 

The emperor’s only surviving brother, 
Archduke Louis Victor, has likewise been 
under restraint for some time. having become 
feeble minded, his condition serving to recall 
that of the unfortunate Archduke Leopold, 
who spent the last fifteen years of his life . 
closely confined ip the magnificent castle of 
Hornstein. hidden away in the depths of a 
forest. five hours by rail to the south of 
Vienna, | 

So it will be seen that the sorrows of the 
aged emperor of Austria are pursuing him, 
even in the closing hours of his long and 
troubled life. although if ever a man would 
seem to be entitled to a peaceful eventide 
of nis days by reason of the many tragedies 


subjected, it certainly would be the venera- 
ble ruler.of Austria-Hungary. 
of 

Lord Bute, who is sailing for America, in- 
tent upon sport in the Rockies and in the far 
west, enjoys the distinction of being not only 
one of the most enormously wealthy mem- 
bers of the house of lords but likewise the 
only one of that chamber who is a master 
of the jaw breaking Welsh language. It is 
possible that he may meet in California that 
famous Mer. Capel. who brought about the 
conversion of his father, the late marquis, to 
the church of Rome, and it may be recaltied in 
this connection that, whereas, the late Lord 
Bute is the original of “‘ Lothair ’’ in Lord 
Beaconsfield’s novel of that name, Mer. Capel 
figures in that book under the pseudonym of 
** Mgr. Catesby.”’ - 

Capel, after achieving much -celebrity in 
England by reason of the number of his con- 
versions of members of the British aristoc- 
racy to the Roman Catholic church, got in- 
volved in financial difficulties, and came to 
where at one moment it was 
rumored that he had brought about the con- 
version of the then Mrs. Louis Hammersley, 
afterwards duchess of Mar!lborough, and now 
the widow of Lord William Beresford. to 
Roman Catholicism. Then he vanished from 
New York, and for a decade or so has made 
his home on the Pacific coast of this country. 

. Young Lord Bute does not possess the 
student tastes of his learned father, but is 
more fond of sporting expeditions, of travel, 
and of exploration, than of books. His prin- 
cipal home is Mount Stuart, which may be 
described as an. Italian palace on a Scotch 
island, one of the principal features of the 
place being the great marble hall, 100 feet 
square, occupying the center of the huge 
building. lined with the most exquisite mar- 
bles. surrounded on four aisles divided from 
it by an arcade of Cypolino columns, with 
richly carved capitals of Carrara, and arches 
of gray Sicilian marble. The vaulted roof, 
eighty feet high, is beautifully painted with 
figures of the constellations, on a blue ground 
the stars being represented by prismatic crys- 
tals. Over the aisles is the great gallery, sur- 
rounded by heavily gilt bronze railings, copied 
from Charlemagne’s tomb at Aix la Chapelle, 
In the gardens and woods surrounding this 
palace, which cost more than $5,000,000 to | 
build, are large herds of pretty wallabies or’ 
small kangaroos, perfectly acclimated, while 
in the streams are colonies of beavers. 

Lord Bute, whose income is estimated as in 
the neighborhood of $4,000,000 a year, is de- 
scended from a son of King Robert II. of 
Scotiand, and among the former lords of 
Bute was that nobleman who was so execrat- 
ed as the favorite of King George III.’s 
mother, the princess of Wales of the day, 
and who figures in history as the statesman 
mainly responsible for the troubles between 
England and her American colonies, which 
culminated in the wag of independence and 
the foundation of the United States.

N judging a workman’s skill the perfec- 

tion of his product is not all that is to 

be considered. The workman who does 

good work with crude tools and poor 

materials may deserve more credit than 
the one who does better work with the best 
tools and materials. No modern nation 
builder has worked upon worse material 
with cruder tools than has the creator of 
contemporary Mexico. In the fifty years be- 
fore Diaz’s first election as president in 1876 
Mexico had fifty-two presidents and dic- 
tators, one emperor, and one regency. The 
country was in a state of chronic anarchy. 
For instruments with which to effect its re- 
generation Diaz had: only polticiane and 
soldiers who seemed unanimously to believe 
that the sole purpose for which the govern- 
ment existed was to enable them to“ graft "’ 
and rob the people. For materials he had a 
people the bulk of whom were a mixture of 
Spanish mercuriality and Indian stupidity 
and barbarity, and all of whom were sunk in 
vice and ignorance. In twenty-eight years 
Diaz has wrought with theee tools and out of 
this material a nation prosperous and order- 
ly at home, having good financial credit and 
satisfactory diplomatic relations abroad, 
and composed of a people rapidly growing In 
numbers, intelligence, and moral worth, 
The man who has done this has clear title to 
a place in the front rank of the statesmen of 
this age. Diaz's government has been a 


| despotism thinly disguised under the forms 


of a republic; but a despotism under such a 
man as Diaz is probably the only kind of 
government that could ever have regener- 
ated Mexico. 

“Diaz is a native of the state of Oaxaca. 
His father was a Spaniard, his mother a 
half breed Indian. He was a young lawyer 
at Oaxaca when the “‘war of reform’”’ 
against the corrupt despotism of Santa Anna 
began. Forced to flee from his native state 
because he boldly protested at the polls 
against the frauds which Santa Anna’s par- 
tisans were committing, he joined the “‘ army 
of hberation.”” Twice he had to take refuge 
at New Orleans to escape capture. When 
Santa Anna was overthrown, Juarez, the 
new president and Diaz's old preceptor in 
law, induced the latter to stay in the army. 
He was a brigadier general when the French 
invaded Mexico in 1862 for the purpose of 
establishing in that country a throne for 
the Austrian Archduke Maximilian, and dis- 
played great military talents in the subse- 
quent war. While conferring with Marsha! 
Bazaine, the French commander, under a 
flag of truce, Diaz was arrested, in violation 
of the laws of civilized warfare. and sent a 
prisoner to the City of Mexico. He escaped, 
and the French offered $10,000 for him, dead 
or alive. Hastily gathering his scattered 
bands of insurgents, Diaz won a brilliant 
victory at Puebla on April 2, 1867, a date 
now celebrated as the Mexican Fourth of 
July. The intervention of the United States 
compelled France to quit sending Maximilian 
reinforcements, and the armies of the un- 


fortunate Austrian were dispersed and ne 


was captured and put to death. 


Among the prisoners taken at Puebla were 
eleven generals, three bishops, and 8,000 
other men. Most of them were Mexicans 
who, under the law, should have been shot 
as traitors. ‘‘ Gentlemen,” said Diaz, “I 
remember my own sufferings while a pris- 
oner. Go; you are free.”’ To the chief of 
police, who, by the orders of the French, 
had offered a reward of $10,000 for him, he 
said: “Col. Escamilla, that imprudent ac- 
tion was suggested by blind duty; let us for- 
get it.” The men pardoned in '67 were among 
age og most devoted and useful supporters 
n 

The Mexicans had no sooner got rid of the 
foreigner than they renewed their interne- 
cine struggles. In 1876 Diaz raised a revolu- 
tionary force, deposed Igleseas, and made 
yimself president. The Mexican constitution 
at that time forbade a president’s reélection. 
On the expiration of his term Diaz caused 
the election of Gen. Gonzales, and, entering 
his cabinet, ran the government as before. 
Having secured an amendment to the con- 
stitution Diaz was again chosen president 
in 1884, and he has been reé@lected—or, to 
speak accurately, has reélected himself—at 
every election since. iat 

The early years of Diaz's rule were a pe- 
riod of severe struggle. Officials had for 
years habitually robbed the public treasury. 
Diaz put the public thieves in prison. The 
country was infested with brigands. Diaz 
pursued them and put them to death without 
mercy. It had been customary to get up a 
revolution whenever the administration dis- 
pleased any little knots of agitators. Diaz 
choked the revolutions in their cradles. His 
spies, his police, his soldiers were every- 
where. Soon men’s property and lives were 
as safe in Mexico as they were in the United 
States; and they have been Kept so to this 
day.

Diaz has no favorites. When’ one of his 
cousins was arrested for peculation the pres. 
ident was appealed to on the ground of rela- 
tionship. ‘If I do not severely’ punish my 
relatives when they do wrong, how can [ 
punish strangers?’ Diaz demanded. Theman 
went to prison. Seven years ago an agtempt 
was made to assassinate Diaz. His assailant 
was arrested, and certain police officers— 
thinking the president would condone the 
offense because of his personal interest in 
the matter—permitted the fellow to be 
lynched. Diaz caused every one of the re- 
creant officials to be put to death. 

Diaz’s interest in public affnirs is Napo- 
leonic in its universality. 
lished a system of compulsory eduéatien. 
He has guaranteed freedom of religioug wor. 
ship. He has built up a well drilled, welt 
armed, and well disciplined army of #6 
men. Beiween the years 1877 and 1901 tie 
railway mileage of Mexico increased from 
420 to 8,000 miles, its mineral output from 
$35,000,000 to $78,000,000, its exports from 
$23,000,000 to $75,000,000, the wages of its 
common labor from 18 to 60 cents a day: and 
$10,000,000 worth of public 
were made in its capital city. Confidence 
in the president has caused $500,000,000 Amer- 
ican capital to be invested in Mexico.

dirt, helpless because the commonest tasks 
of life had not been taught her. | 
Ministering as we do to the bodily ills of 
the less fortunate people of our great city, we 
gain entrance to the homes and are brought 


month, which gives us for the year 6,000 
new cases cared for, and 46,058 visits made. 
It is apparent the workers in this associa- 
tion have every opportunity to teach the 
mothers simple methods of caring for the 
homes by the practical demonstration of 
the nurse’s own work in the sickroom. And 
while the seed does not always fall on — 
ground, it does in most instances and Is Well 
worth the time and labor spent. 

For instance, Mrs. B. today has her family 
sleeping in the best room, has her bedding 
aired and sunned every day, scrubs the water 
closet daily with a solution of carbolic, feeds 
her baby sterilized milk, boils the water for 
the grown children, and her 10 year old 
daughter is her faithful helper. This was 
all the result of the daily visits of a nurse 


to this family for a period of two months. | 


Prior to our coming to the home of the B’s 
they had one “ best room,” in which no one 
was allowed to go. The family of five slept 
in a totally dark alley bedroom, with the 
window never opened. The children were 


brought up on bread and tea because, as the 


young mother said, no one had ever told her 
any differently. 

Of course, it does not always happen thut 
we have such good pupils, but when the 
wage earner of this family today says that 
if he could afford it he would give half his 
wages for the lessons we have taught them 
it more than makes up for two whsuccessful 
attempts to reform conditions. At this time, 
when strikes and warfares wage, it is well 
that the public should know that it is the 
quiet generosity of rich men that makes it 
possible tor these lessons to be taught in the 
lowly homes of the workingman. :

area included by the city limits on the west, 
Rogers Park on the north, and Pullman 
on the south. Each district has its own 
substation, where the nurse in charge keeps 
office hours from 12 to 1 p. m. daily. Calls 
may be sent to the main office from 8:30 
to 5:30 daily. A call sent in after 1 p. m. 
is not visited until next morning, and after 
8:30 a. m. is not visited until the afternoon. 
This is unavoidable, as the nurse leaves 
on her rounds promptly at 8:30 a. m. andl 
p. m., and there is no way of communicating 
with her after that time.

Bullish advices from the southwest on the

A Kangas City message to 
Pringle-Fitch-Rankin said: “There is no 
doubt that Kansas City will have small 
wheat receints from now on. It is quite cer- 
tain that considerably over half the surplus 
wheat in this section has been moved in-the 
first quarter of the crop year. Country de- 
liveries of wheat have been almost nothing 
for a week. The line elevator companies 
have been selling practically all their re- 
ceipts to Kansas mills instead of bringing-it 
here. Texas is taking wheat out of southern 
Kansas. The Nebraska ‘wheat movement 
has been a disappointment. Over half the 
2,000,000 bu of wheat in store here is sold to 
go to milis. California is taking wheat here; 
5,000 bu sold yesterday.”’ 

A large line of provigions held through 
Chapin-Edwards went over yesterday, prob- 
ably 10,000 bris pork, 1,000,000 lbs ribs, and 
5,000 tes lard. This was supposedly for Mc- 
Crea, the Cleveland speculator. In addition 
to this pressure there was selling of about 
as much January ribs and lard by Cudahy 
Packing company, which helped to bring out 
stop loss orders and create a weak market, 
On the extreme decline the sales apparently 
went into good hands, brokers used by J.
